He said the purpose of the organization was purely religious and that they 
did not aim become embroiled in political matters, it being their chief 
aim to help persons to have mors respect for sach other, u 


It was noted thet a large iimeriean flag hung on the wall of the room 
in which the interview took place, as did a flag bearing a crescent and star, 
whiefx was apparently the emblem of the organization , va 


BEY stated th xt fomerly religious services vrero hold every week, 
but no stirvices had be’ n conducted for somctinie inasmuch the colony had 
become too l-’rge '-aid th -■/ lirid no suitable pluct: to hoid tiie meetings. He 
said that all mtsmbers tu' tSie colony wore registered for tho draft and that 
if he knew of anyone wt* j \iosf not registered he would report them to the Draft 
Board himself. He said Lt was the policy of the organization to cooperate 
with the authorities of tiie law, and he said he knew of instances where the 
nationnl hc'id, KliiKttJ'I BEY, had tui'ned over to the police /i!Bmb 0 rs who had 
committed criraos and had thon f)aid tho n«iGOssary fines to get them out of 
jail. They said that the iocal* colony GV’/ns one hundred thirty-eight acres 
and that they havt; built trie various buildings themselves. He advised that 
frequent donations were remdved from headquartei’s in Chicago and also from 
the •ther templos and that •ill that he had to do vras to v<rite to Chicago or 
one of the othor teftiples an;; make a request for money and it was forthccmiing 
immediately; stating he had obtained everything he had asked for in the three 
years tie had been there. He said this colony never had to send any money to 
any of the •ther branches, then asked the reason for this, he said that this 
colony was known as the National Home and that a number of the mendjers who 
*'d*n*t feel well” would came there to regain their health. He said further 
that the membersiilp of tills colony did not vierk on salaries and hence liad no 
means of making money foi' theiijselves, though they did raise most of their 
food. He saldU'iost of the other temples were located in large cities, where 
many of the mombers had jobs *.t good salaries, and they supported the Golony 
by free-will donations.

He furnished a copy of this and a parusal of it revealed that it 

consisted largely of "news letters" from the varisus temples, and it did not.

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BEY also exfiibited to agents the Constitution of the organlzatlqa 
vrtiich the follov/ing excerpts are taken; vt 


"All raembers while laaking a public speech must not use ar^y asserblm 
against the Anierican flag er speak radically against the church or any insiBber 
of any organized group, because we are to teach love, truth, peace, freedoa, 
and justice's vA 


"With us all members must proclaiin their nationality and we are 
teaching our people their nationality and their Divitie Creed that they niay 
know that the/ a part and partial of this said government, and know that they 
are not Negroes, Colored Folks, Black People or Ethiopians, because these 
names were given to slavos by slave holders in 1779 and lasted until 1065 
during the time of slavery, but this is a new era of time now, and all men 
now must proclaim their free national nams#^" ,

establish possible action in coimection with the advocation by the 
lUTA of the overthrow of the government by force or violence. 

In view of the fact that the investigation conducted in the 
Louisville Field Division seems to indicate that there maj be 
possible action instituted a^lnst this organiaation and/or its 
members in Louisville, under the Sedition or Overthrow of the Govern- 
ment Statutes, it is requested that th^inforaa^on contained in 
the referenced re[x>rt of Special Agent|HH^B||||B as well as other 
pertinent serials of this case, be referrec^l^The Criminal Division 
of the Departmeirt, of Justice for its consideration.
